Congress May Be Forced to 


Restrict the Use of -Oil 
and Gasoline — Britain 
Strives to Get Corner On 
Production of'the Entire 
World 


•WASHINGTON. April 20. — Faced 


by the startling shortage of 100.000.000 
barrels of oil a year, and the infonna- 
_tion that foreign interests have prac- 
tically blocked the way of the United 
States to the fields where the growing 
shortage may be made good, congress 
may be asked to take a hand in the 
situation before it is too late. 


According to figures issued by the 


Bureau of Mines today, last year, oil 
production was 376.000.000 barrels as 
against a consumption of some SO,- 
000,000 barrels ia excess of that figure, 
•while it was stated that this year's 
consumption, based upon the report 
for January Trill be approximately a 
hundred million barrels 
over and 


above -what the country produces. 


Foreign 
controlled oil 
-wells in 


Mexico are now supplying the United 
States with about 50,000,000 barrels 
annually, it was stated, bat this 
amount is sufficient to make* up but. 
for half the quantity needed to make 
good the deficiency. Meantime, it is 
stated, foreign interests are buying oil 
properties in the United States ap- 
parently with the intention of ship- 
ping abroad part of the American yield 
to relieve the shortage there.

ing Great Britain, have enacted laws; 
t* prevent those of other nationalities
